His Suc- 
ceflor the Reis Effendi, who Loves Peace, 
and who knows the Sultan his Mafter is no 
‘Lover of War, has caus'd the new Levies 
greatDefigns in Execution to be difcontinued, 
which has drawn upon him the Ill Will of 


the Soldiers, particularly of the Janifaries. 
But as for the Report fpread, of an Infur- 


re@ion of the Janifaries at Adrianople, and 
of their cutting off the Heads of their Aga, 
the Mufti, and the Caimacan, ‘tis found to 
be falfe. The Grand Signior a, fent for 
one of the Family of the famous Vifier Cu- 
perly, to come to Court, and ‘has made him 
Serafquier ; his Name is Noman Bafhaw ; he 
is accounted a Man of extraordinary Pru- 
dence and Courage. | 
Rome, March 24. The Pope has made 
new Complaints to Cardinal Janfon, that he 
is advis'd the French live at Difcretion in the 
Bolognefe on the Lands of the Count de 
Marfigli, the Marquefs Davia, and others 
who are in the Emperor’s Intereft ; and fe- 
cret Orders are? fent on that Subje& to the 
Cardinal Legate of Bologna. The Commif- 
fary Signior d’Afte is return’d from vifiting 
the Fortifications of Civita Vecchia, and re- 
rts that a Genouefe Veffel who carries the 
mperial Colours and has brought a French 
Prize into Civita Vecchia, having had her 
Colours taken away by Order of the Gover- 
nour, The Captain put up another Flag 
with the Emperor’s Arms, protefting - he 
would blow up his Ship with thofe who 
fhould attempt to take his Flag down. ~ 
Venice, March 30. On Advice that fome 
Hundreds of French have pofted themfelves 
at Borgetto near Verona, and at Pont Oglio 
in the Brefcian, General du Hamel is fent 
to Verona with feveral other Officers and 26 


Bombardiers. We have Intelligence that the 
Imperialifts have hindred the French from 
building Bridges over the Secchia , and 
oblig’d them after having cannonaded them 
4 Days together, to retire fome Miles from 
that River.

Vienna, March 28. The Duke de Moles, 
Ambaffador to this Court from the late King 
of Spain ; (after having (fince the coming of 
the Duke of Anjou into Spain, and particu- 
larly fince the Amirante of Caftile withdrew 
out of that Kingdom,) fuffer’d divers Profe- 
cutions from the New Government, and not 
long fince had all his Eftate contifcated,) at 
length refolv’d to put himfelf under the Pro- 
tection of the Emperor, and to acknowledge 
him for his natural and lawful Sovereign : 


his. Predeceffor for putting hisAgcordingly three days ago he took an Oath 


of Fidelity to the Emperor, who ‘on that 
occafion exprefs'd himfelf very kindly to him, 
and declar’d him one of his Councellors of 
State ; after which the faid Duke waited.on 
the Emprefs, the King and Queen of the 
Romans, the Archduke and Archdutcheffes, 
to pay the fame Refpeds to them as are 
ufually given them by the Emperor’s natural 
born Subje@s of the Duke’s Rank: Who all 
treated him with great Expreffions of Efteem. 
He has publifh’d a Manifefto fetting forth 
the juft Motives that prompted him to A& 
in this Manner, which is drawn up with 
pen ftrength of Reafon, and Modefty of 
xpreffion. The Pope’s Nuncio has com- 
plain’d to this Court, that a Party of Impe- 
rialifts commanded by Count Sormanni, had 
{poil’d a Magazine of Corn laid up by the 
French near Bologna ; and has given in a 
Memorial, fetting forth, That the Damage 
done by the Imperialifts is fallen on the Sub. 
jects of the Ecclefiaftical State, the French 
not having paid for the Corn that was deli- 
verd into that Magazine ; And therefore de- 
manding that the Lofs be made Good: But 
the Allegations of the Memorial being look’d 
upan to be falfe, this Demand will not be 
heeded. The Prince of Porcia will fpeedily 
fet out for Mofcow, and will carry 20 Nea- 
politan Horfes with him, as a Prefent from 
the Emperor to the Czar.

Bafil, April 3. The Swifs Cantons have 
given new Affurances to the Forreft Towns 
that they will proteé& them: But have taken 
no Refolution on the Propofal made to them

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on the part of England and Holland to raife 
a Body of Men as well for the Security of 
their own Territories as of the faid Forrett 
Towns. A Knight of Malta, the Pope's Si- 
fter’s Son, and Captain of his Guards du 
Corps, is arriv’d ac Zurich, and has made 
Profeflion of the Reformd Religion; he 
came Pott from Rome by the way of Aqui- 
la, Milan, Turin and Bern. “Tis faid an 
Englifh Man who follow’d the late King 
James into France, where he turn’d Papitt 
went into Orders and afterwards cravell’d to 
Rome, being fince convine’d in Confcience 
of his Error, converted this Nephew of the 
Pope's, and is himfelf come away from 
Rome but whither we know not. ; 
From the Paris Gazette a la main, April 9. 
The Duke of Savoy’s Guards, who never 
ufed to go into the Field, except to attend 
the Perfon of his Royal Highnefs, having 
receiv’d Orders to march with the reft of his 
Troops that are defign’d for Italy, a Report 
was raisd that the Duke himfelf would 
make the Campaign: But there is no real 
Ground for fuch a Report; and ’tis certain 
on the contrary, that there is no Orders 
given for getting ready his Field Equipage.
